manufactures of India were prized in 
the markets of Europe and Asis ; and 
‘Arb. and Portuguese merchants, 
Dutch and English traders, shipped 
large consignments of Indian goods to 
various ports in the world. In those 
Gays there was no thought of repress: 
{ng Indian industries ; on the contrary. 
jt was the interest of the foreign tra- 
ders to foster them, as far as it was in 
their power to do so, because the ex- 
cellence and the largeness of Indian 
manutactures were the sources of their 
own gain and profit. 

But when England acquired pol 
cal power in India in the middle of 
the eighteenth century, thi policy was 
reversed. Englishmen ere manufte 
turers themselves, and it was their 
repress the 
manufactures of their colonies in 
order to promote their own, The same 

icy was unfortunately pursued in 
Todia ; and for the first time in the 
history of India her manufacturing 
industries were discouraged, instead 
of being encouiagel. ‘The export of 
Indian manufacures to Europe was 
repressed by prohibitive duties, and. 
the imports of English manufactures 
into India was tacilitated by the levy 
fof almost nominal duties.

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capital. I'do not wish to travel into 
political subjects ; but it is 
necessary to mention what is known 
to every one ol you, that the sources 
of wealth in this country are not as 
broad and spacious as in happier 
countries. Our land is, more heavily 
taxed than it is in Boglind or Ames 
ex or Japan, and the land tax in most 
provinces is enhanced at each recur 
ring settlement. Our revenues are not 
all spent in India a large portion of 
icis remitted for Home Charges year 
after year. And the highest and most 
Iicrative appointments in the Empire 
are not open to us. AN these facts 
tell against the accumulation of capi 
tal needed for large enterprises and 
‘our moneyed men are poor compared 
to those in other lands, A man own- 
ing hall alac rupees is considered « 
rich man in India, while a man with 
nly three thousand pounds in finds 
would hardly be deemed to have 
decent competence in England. 


How we have Faced these Difficulties 
‘Phese, then, are the difficulties 
before us._In the first place, we have 
lagged behind, and have to recover 
Jost ground. And in the second place 
‘we have to run the race with the triple 
\dvantage of want of modern indus- 
trial training, want of capital, and want 
of control over our own fiscal legishi- 
L mention these difficulties not 
to discourage you, but because we 
have to face and conquer them. Few 
‘countries on earth would have succeed- 
elunder these difficalties, but I have 
faith in the capacities of our natio 
in the patience and. skill of our art 
sans, in the adaptability of our race to 
new methods, in the resources of this, 
wonderful land and in the 
Ot labour. I have been something of 
an optimist all my life; I think it 
Dotter to fight and to fail than not 
fight at all; but i this industrial 
{fight and to conquer, I have no 
patience with those of my countrymen 
who throw up their hands in despa 
fand declare that all is lost! The 
tory of the iast twenty or thirty yea 
shows that all is not lost, and that 
much bas been gained.

The ‘Transvaal papers are full of 
cablegrams regarding” the proposed 
negotiations with the Goyernment of 
India for a supply of Indian labour, 
We are glad that the Anglo-Tndians 
in England are hostile to the movex 
tment, fortwo reasons; fay that 
there’ will be very great mortality. 
amongst the Indian miners, and 
secondly, because Indian mine-la- 
bourers are all required for mining 
enterprise in India itself, Tt will be 
remembered that, when Lord Milner 
asked Lord Curzon to tet him bave 
ten thousand Indians for the rallway- 
‘works, Lord Curzon declined to give 
the assistance unless the grievances of 
British Indians resident in the Trans- 
vaal were redressed. ‘This was two 
yeats ago. ‘The position of British 
Indians in the Transvaal is no better 
to-day than it was at the time Lord 
Curzon declined to come to. the 
rescue. There are therefore three 
good reasons why Indian labour 
should not be made available for the 
mines in the Transvaal. We think 
, in any case, the bartering of the 
liberty of Indian labourers for the 
removal of the disabilities would pot 
be a creditable ack and would create 
avery bad Each question, 
in our opinion, ought to be treated 
on its own merits, We have no doubt

Two Registration Appeal 
Cases 


Full Text of Judgments 
Appeals Dismissed 


‘On Friday, 29th ulto,, before the 
Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Smith, and 
Mr, Justice Bristowe, the appeal case of 
Rex vs. Ebrahim Moosa Bhyat was 
heard. Mr. Matth red for 
yw, and Mr, C i ap- 
peared for the respondent. ‘The fol 
lowing judgment was delivered by he 
Chief Justice: ‘The accused in this 
‘ase was charged before the Magistrate 
of Wakkerstroom with contravention 
of section 2 of Ordinane 190. 
in that he entered the Colony without 
42 permit on or about the 12th of Janu: 
ary. ‘The Magistrate acquitted 
and of course that verdict stands. and 
cannot be disturbed. But this is an 
application by the Crown to review 
those proceedings, ‘The Magistrate 
and the Attorney-General do not agree 
fon the construction of that section 
and the Court is asked, under the very

We publish this week another report of 
indentured Indian case, from which 
it would appear that the same em- 
ployers are concerned as in the case 
reported in our columns last week 
‘The circumstances in the present case | 
are not, however, on ail fours with the | 
former one. Tt would seem that the 
indentured Indian woman, who 
appeared as complainant, had re- 
peatedly yone to the Protector, to- 
gether with another woman, and had 
complained of illusage by her em- 
ployer, Robinson, We understand that 
‘on each occasion she had declined to 
ing inquiry, and that she 
hhad, in consequence, been dealt with 
‘by the Magistrate in terms ofisection 
31 of Law a5 of 1891. 

‘On the last occasion, on being 
taken back to the house of her em- 
ployer, his wife brutally attacked her, 
Seating the unfortunate: woman with 
her fist upon the face, knocking ber 
down, and kicking her. This evidence 
was given by the native messenger, who. 
accompanied the Indian woman from 
the Magistrate's office, and who wit- 
nessed the disgusting affair. The de- 
fence was one of “not guilty,” yet, 
‘ben asked whether she wished to give 
evidence on her own behalf, subject to 
eross-examination, or whether she 
wished to call any witnesses, the 
‘accused's reply: was in-the’ negative, 
although, a5 an’act of courtesy, her 
Yusband’ yas permitted by the magis- 
irate to put a question to the native 
witness, 

















is to be regretted that the magistrate 
was unable to comment upon the 
unpleasant features of the case. 
parentheses, and to show what courtesy 
was extended to the accused and her 
husband (the latter being charged with 
assault upon a second’ woman), we 
would draw attention to the fact that 
neither accused was arraigned in| 
thedock, but both were accommodated 
with seats at the table facing the 
magistrate.

One point to which we desire to 
draw attention is the utter inadequacy 
of the sentence in the present case. 
indentured Indian, after repeated 
complaints that he is unfit to do 
the work demanded of him, and that 
he is constantly subjected to illtreat- 
ment, is rendered so hopeless by his 
failure to obtain an inquiry into his 
‘easé at the hands of the Protector that 
hhe attempts to take his life. For this 
fhe is sentenced to fourteen days’ 
imprisonment with hard labour. Or 
‘again, if, though his complaint may be 
1 perfectly valid cne, he refuses, when 
asked to do so, to retum to his 
employer until the complaint is looked 
into, bis punishment is a fine of ten 
shillings or imprisonment with hard | 
labour forseven days. Inthe one case, | 
we have a breach ol the common lav | 
ue to desperation ; in the other, | 
there is a technical breach of a civil | 
contract. Bat in the case of the 
‘woman who was so brutally ill-used by 
the wife of her employer, we find that | 
the only punishment inflicted was the | 
imposition of the insignificant penalty | 
of £1, without the alteraative of | 
imprisonment. We-cannot permit ours 














selves to.comment upon this flagrant 


‘When we turn to Act x of 1900, we 
find that provision is made that if an 
indentured Indian comes to the Pro- 
tector to lay a complaint befere him, 
“it shall be lawful” for the Protector 
to send the immigrant back to 
employer per special messenger, whe- 
ther the complaint be frivolous and 
unfounded or otherwise. Apparently, 
the Act does not make it lawful 
for the Protector to say to the man 
who comes to him with repeated com 
plaints ofill-usage : “ You shall not go 
back to your employer until I have 
fally investigated your complaint. ” It 
may be remarked that the Protector is 
not forbidden to do this, but that, 
keeping to the letter of the law, he 
makes it possible for the man, who has 
come to him with such complaints, to 
be dealt with criminally. “Says the 
complainant: “I do not wish to return 
to my master. He ill-reats me too 
much. Sooner than do that I would 
commit suicide.” It is then possible 
for the Protector to have, the man 
dealt with’ by the Magistrate, being 
deemed guilty of contravening section, 
31 of Law 250t 1891, tobe charged with

This institution is kept up part- 
ly. by voluntary subscriptions and by 
school fees. 

‘One of the cheat causes of dumb- 
ness is a lack of the sense of hearing 
and not any defect of the 
speaking organs. ‘The method adop- 
ted at Derby is to train the pupils to 
read the lips of the speaker, and by 
this means, they are able to pronounce 
words, to ask and answer questions, 

in fact, to prepare themselves for

to see them being trained up

+ +. . = Inthe carrying out of 
any law, new or old, we expect some 
ordinary fairness and decency. ‘There 
must not be the straining of every 
clause, the most rigid interpretation 
of every sentence, simply to harass a 
people who, through no fault of their 
own but because the real interests of 
the country demand it, are subjected 
to special laws, ‘The facts disclosed 
by Mr. Gandhi certainly make out a

that an Indian child of eleven years 
ofage was fined £50 or three months’ 
imprisonment for the heinous crime 
of entering the ‘Transvaal without a 
permit, ‘The Asiatic child is always 
precocious, but we fancy. that even 
the most advanced know litle of per- 
mit law at that age, and even if they 
did the whole case was outrageous. 
‘The father appealed, and the Supreme 
Court quashed the conviction. The 
judgment published in yesterday's 
“Mail” is about as severe a rebuke 
to a Magistrate as we have seen, ‘The 
Court condemned the conviction as 
“absolutely bad,” the offence being 
“not even a common law offence.” 
‘The judges rightly remarked that 
a child of eleven. could be convicted 
of an offence of this nature there 
was nothing to prevent a babe in 
arms being convicted.” Most people 
will concur with the sentiment that 
administration of this character is 
kely to. bring the law into 
and contempt.”

Indian Insolvencies in 
Natal 





We commented last week upon the 
curiously contradictory indictments 
that were levelled against. the Indian

We cannot forget that that race 
gave birth to the Preacher of the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, one of the purest 
ot religious teachings the world has 
ever known, Nor do we omit to 
remember that the Jew has always 
been in the vanguard of Wester cul- 
ture, that he has been the leader 
in every form of art, science, and 

the 
Western world. The Jewish Spinoza 
ig very closely related to the Hinda 
philosopher ; whilst the practitioner 
of Jewish religious rites is very near 
akin to his Moslem compeer of the 
East, Nay, we would almost go. so far 
as to say that, but for the influence of 
the sons and daughters of Israel, most 
of that refinement and culture that we 
fare prone to associate with the West 
would not exist to-day. 

All that, however, does not prevent 
our observing how ver) distant the 
Jew in South Africa is from the ideal 
that is immanent in his faith and race. 


| He has assumed too often the cloak of 


sordid materialism to cover his actions 
—and too often the world has bad 
cause to mistake the cloak for its 
‘wearer, a common error of the West. 

Nevertheless, as our contributor 
points out, there is much that the 
British Indian in South Africa can 
eam from even the Jew resident 
these colonies. There is, for inst 
the striking unity of his comm 
life, notwithstanding all the disruptive 
tendencies that are typical of his 
genius. He has learnt, through cen- 
turies of oppression and persecution, 
that his people must cleave one to 
another if they would successfully 
‘oppose the menacing forces arrayed 
against them, And 59, to-day, when 
the hand of the oppressor is’ raised 
against the Russian Jew, his brother 
in far-off America rushes to his aid on 
the instant, and pours out treasure 
and energy that his stricken brother 
may be stlceoured.
